^TO~SECUiAR"SCHOOL~SYBTEM. 

Tli6 bold and vigorous aggresBion ol 
Bight Reverend Bishop Seghera on 
Seeular Schools has placed the advocates 
of the eystem on the (lofensivo. No one 
will call in question the ability and 
earneatnesa of tho right roverond gcutle- 
Bian ytho mates tho attu(k; nor tho 
honesty and conectnoss of the premises 
from which ho deduces the arguments 
that there can bo "no morality without 
religion.'- Viewed from a denominational 
standpoint tho lecture is the best arid 
ablest production it bns been our good 
fortune to r«ad ou tho subject; but Bomo 
of the deductious of Uii Lordsbiij aro 
• faulty and cau.>ot wiilist.md ex*mmation 
Like the shield over which ^he two 
Knights fought, Bishop Seghers Beems o 
bavo ioi-Botteu that there n.e Uvo eides to 
tho educational system of which, nnfortu- 
nalelv, lie poeu but one when he dcnounoee 
the free school system as uoceasai ily ' '■wick- 
Ad and immonil." No ono will claim for the 
gyatem perfection. We have it on higli 
authority thuf-thoio arenoiie porfect-uo, 
not one;" and are willing to concedo lUat 
the highest grade of excoUouco has not 
been reached— perhaps never will be 
reached on curtU before tho Dawn of tbo 
Millenuium. A.s n*.. mortal is free Irum 
fault, so can work roared by man s 
hands be without bk'tuihii. Tli<> answer 
to this proposition by Bcctnrian school 
advocates will be that the Cliuron, toviuR 
been created by God, is perfect; and that 
therefore, any system of education wliicn 
admits religious teaching ^^to its 
curriculum' < wu**.' be ;, perfect. But 
then, comes the all-important ques 
tion. ■Which is the true Church 
And the nnswer,Thc Churcli thatwfound 
•d on tho precepts and piiuciples con- 
t..iDed in Holy Writ. If tlie Caibolic, tho 
Episcopalian, tl-o Prebbyteiian, tho Ixip- 
tist, the Methodist, bo apueuled to, each 
will in 'turn. claim that tho Church ho ro- 
presenta is ' the trun Church; that the 
ehortet-t way to Heaven is through the 
Bates he holds «jar. Then' /.there are 
two Bibles— tho Douai and the Protes 
tant. A Catholic will say there is salvatioti 
only through the adoption of tho Douai 
Bible. The Protestant relies on tho King 
- James tranflifttlou «:» ii>o tUunf-anchor of 
' his faitb and scorns all other translations 
as erroneous. Who shall arbitrate bo 
tweeu disputants, all of whom aro sincere 
and honest in their views? "Wlieu doc- 
tors disagree, wUo shall decide? ' Long 
and bloody civil wars, which had their 
origin in tlicolo/^ical dilVerpnces of opio- 
ion, devastated England a century or two 
ago. Men and womeu were sont to the 
Btalie by a spirit of religious intolerance 
—the otTspring of the ignorance and su 
perstition of the age. Could such things 
transpire now ? We answer, emphatical- 
ly no Religion ."preceded, pervaded, 
accompanied" and stifled education in 
those davM, and was the world tho better 
for it? History suppHes tho answer. Then 
few men and women oould rend or write, 
iif if-It is related of one of the Queens of Eng 
'^land that she could scarcely sign her name. 
Minds were in a state of dense and besot- 
ted ignorance; the oonditipn of the poa 
•antry was that of the serfs who were 
emancipated by the present Czar. Now 
all IS changed. Free, coustitutiuual Gov- 
ernment has supplanted despotism. The 
educational advuutagps of tho Kingdom 
are such ihatiguoruncei8iuexcutable;and 
wo have yet to learn that the moral at- 
mosphere has been poisoned by the ban- 
ishment of the Biblo from the free schools 
of either America or Great Britain, while 
the world has made more rapid btrides in 
the arts ami ^cionce» eiuoo odueotion be- 
came general than it did iu tho first sev- 
enteen centuries of tho Christiau era. 

But we will suppos'.^ tlio system of edu- 
cation advocated by Bishop Seghers ad- 
opted here: Which deuominatiou would 
supply the spiritual teachers of the chil- 
dren? Wluoli Eible should be accepted as 
tho tf xt-booli for the tchool? or shall all 
denominatiuus and both Bibles bo admit- 
ted to "cram" the mindf of tho cliildron 
with religious instruction during the 
hoars tbav;»houId..be devoted tonc<iiiiriDg 
•eoular knowledge? "Man wai placed ou 
earth for some iviaa purpose; and it is the 
ambition of every good man to:leave the 
part of the world in which his' lot is oact 
bolter than h.f found it. liolifrion will 
assist hiui in the gratilic:ition of tliat most 
laudable ambition, liut if wo wtro to say 
that every mun who does not open and 
close his store with prayer or invoke thy 
divine blessing on every pound of coiloe 
bv^fard vf tape-bo svUb inuct sooner or 
later yield to tho teraptor and doctor liis 
eofl'ee nnd hcrimp the ine^isuri of his (ape, 
it would seem un iib.sura pi oijositlon. Yet 
is tho proi'osition tln't > cliools eslubliuhoii 
for im[ »rtiug tiecnhir luiowlodge and en- 
dowed and Buppoi trd by lluiS.nto should 
be devoted to the purpose of filiing thi 
.xnindsof.tbe yonng with tho dof/mus of 
any br'"all' of the mHny forum of religion, 
any less unreasonublo? Bishop Seghers 
says tho proposition to instil religious prin- 
ciples into the minds of tho young a/(er 
Kchools hours, at homo, is the hardest 
kind of "ponuncu" for tho child. But, 
surely, example goes before precept. 
Would it be "penance" for a child's hoiue- 
eipericnco to bo of a religious and moral 
nature? Would not be p.;nanco for him 
to hear the Bible road, or tho protection 
of tho Almighty invoked upon tho houso- 
hold by his parents at morn ar.d eventide; 
or for him to recite a verne or two from 
ficripturo. or read passages from a moral 
book? Let parents sot tho cxuniplo of 
holiness within tho homo circle, und the 
Obristian teacher at tho Sabbath school 
'iffill- cement the foundatioii laid at 
^bome^' It could only be when an attempt 
'. is mado to "cram" children at school as 
" 'well as at homo with religion that it would 
be looked ujion in the light of "poiianco." 

The right reverend gentleman qtiotra 
tho grave irregularities at Ciiclio Creok 
Boarding yohool iu support of the propo- 
.....l,aiiioiii,tb<tt the secular b, stem of education 
is demoralizing. TheCaohe Creek chiWrnn 
wore taken from homo and deprived of 
any religious instruction whatsoever. No 
clorgynian of any denomiuation nns 
allowed to impart religious instruc- 
tion; and the parents could net. 
The institution, it is painful to tliiuk, Las 
"gone tp the bad," and it is not too much 
to say that the parents iu several cases 
will receive back their children "corrupt- 
ed, debased, depraved, perhaps for life," 
It cannot bo denied that tho boarding 
•ohool system has failed. But that the 
failure is due eutirilv to the want of lo- 
)i^ious teaobiug at sehool wo are not pra- 



pared to admit. Mr. Clemitson (the De- 
puty Superintendent of aohooU— r/rfe re- 
port) attributes the immorality of the 
children to their "home life" and the sur- 
roundings of tho school itself. Of what 
avail, then, would it have been to ''oram" 
the youth with religion if the moment 
they reuohert home or ventured bevondthe 
portals of tho school they found their por- 
euts glorying in tho commiBsion of acts 
and tho use of language that wore tabooed 
at school ? Hero is a strong argument 
for hoDie religious instruction, Parents 
must set the example if children are to 
grow up iu the fear of God and Hif Com- 
mandments. There is nothing inoom- 
oatiblo with the strictest moralfty m the 
secular school system. And becaase ono 
school has proved a failures, from causes 
beyond the control of tiie teacheri, why 
should the whole system be condemned? 
If a farmer finds a cickly sheep amongst 
his flock he removes it lest all tho rest 
should become infected. Tho Board of 
Eduoation will act towards the boarding- 
school as the farmer towards a sickly 
sheep. Tho sons of olergymoa are paid 
to be wor.-^e than the suns of any other 
other class. Why ? Is it because they 
aro -'crammed" ai school as well a,^ at home 
with religion until they fly from it as a 
'peaonco ? aome three years ago tho ci- 
dlized world was agitated by a scandal 
A-hich iuvblVed thio faiif fame'of the moit 
distinguished American divine— a clergy, 
man whose fame had extouded to the re- 
motest corners of two continonta. 
What would bo thought of a mun 
if ha wore to declare Chri tiauity a fail- 
ure becauso Beecher was presumably 
guilty? And yet this is preoisi-ly the 
conclusion we are asked ,td/dra'«f from ttio 
Cache Creek scandal." Beecher was guiliy; 
thoroforo ChriHtianity is a failure. Tho 
Cache Creok school was a "house of ill- 
fame;" therefore all »ecular schools aro 
noi.„o. „f ill-fame. 

Wo are utrouftij- r>puosed to tho public 
monies being applied to aeuicii^t. xmi- 
poses; or the appropriation of a single 
dollar to tho support of institutions over 
which the people— through their repre- 
sontativeBr^bave not the fullest control. 
1 Tho public Bohobls in order to be p«i/ic 
must be FKBE, or tho public will not avail 
themselves of them. There are several 
points iu the lecture that want of spaco 
precludes our touching upon to day; but 
we have no hesitation is saying that, with 
some qualification, we endorse Bishop 
Seghers' remarks as to the immoral ten- 
dancy of "mixed schools," the disonsiion 
of which we reserve for a future article

Petersburg to the Turkish charge d' 
aflairea simultaneously with the publi- 
cation of the Imperial manifesto. The 
Emperor said in his speech at Birsula 
"I have done everything in my pow- 
er to avoid war and bloodshed. No- 
body can say we have not been patient. 
"Wo have practiced jjr.tionco to tho last 
degree and there comes a time whtn 
even patience must end. When that 
time comos I know Young Russia will 
show itself worthy of the fame which 
the old army won in former times." 

The "Times" says if a lingering 
hope of peiica awuyed any minds it 
must bo dissipated by to-days news. A 
aeciBi»o Dtop has been taken and Rus- 
sia may bo said to be virtually at war 
with Turkey. 

Tho "Telegraph" says Russia has at 
length committed a direct act of war 
and plainly ; revealed herself in her 
wonted character of aggressor. This 
refers to the amval of a small Russian 
detachment at Bucharest.

The miners of Nanaimo and Wel- 
lington would do well to read and 
commit to memory the following des- 
cription of the condition of the coal 
miners of Pennsylvania, and contrast 
it with their own position if they were 
to return to work at ratea which they 
now refuse: 

ScH.vNTON, Pa., Maroh 28.— As an- 
ticipated yHSterday, the condition of 
miners and laborers in this the north- 
ernmost of the antbracito coal basins, 
is much worse Iban that of the south- 
ern operatives. Loss mining is being 
done in Wyoming. The Lehigh and 
Wilkosbarre Cool Company is bank- 
rupt and Ijehind in the payment of 
waf^es. "The Delaware, Lackawanna 
and AVesttru Company is in straits 
and employs less than one-third the 
usual number of hands. Eight thous 
and of its cars loaded with coal stand 
idle on a switch at Hoboken. Of the 
four thousand and odd cars remaining 
a good many are loaded aud idle here. 
While 80 much coal lies in these cars 
and else whore on the surface there ia 
no use in mining more than enonqrb 
to insure a safe margin. The Dela- 
ware and Hudson Canal Company is 
comparatively inactive, although it has 
a pumping ground of 5U0,000, or GUO,- 
OOU tons capacity at Honesdale, where 
canal shipments will begin about the 
tenth of next month. The Pennsylva- 
nia Company , drawing coal from Pitta- 
ton and Scrautou both, is not hauling 
aiiywheros near the old-fashioned 
quantities to market, and no wonder. 
The coal market is glutted. The fall 
of prices continues.The recent auction 
sales bare not tended to encourage the 
companies. The effect among the 
mining populition is bitter indeed. 

Iu seaaona of active domuud for coal 
thero have never been too many men 
foi- all the collieries. In seasons of 
deproBsion, and especially in the pres- 
ent unprecedented juncture, there aro 
far too many of them here. For the 
past six months tho men iu tiiis region 
hfivo not averaged one-third of the 
time at work. Nay, I am assured on 
excellent authority that at least l.OUU 
heads of families in Scranton alone had 
no work at all during that period. Tho 
meu who had a little work to do were 
badly enough off, and their condition 
has been aggravated by awholesitle re- 
duction of fifteen percent, of the wajjes 
of miners and laborers, which took 
place on the 15th inst. Working at 
full time under this reduction, a miner's 
wages wound range from ?1 75 to a 
day, and laborer's wages from ^1 15 to 
$1 50 a day. But under tho reduction 
of time and wages both a miner can 
barely earn sixty cents a day, and a 
laborer's average is forty-live cents 
On tho railroads laborers receive ^1 a 
day. and I learn that the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company has fixed 
the rate for labor on the canal at fifty 
cents a day. But when thouBands of 
cars arc standing idle only a limited 
number of railroad hands can bo em- 
ployed aud canal navigation has not 
yet begun. 

A public meeting was called last 
Fridajr evening, and another was held 
Saturday night, at which a Citizen's 
Relief Aesociation was formed and 
committees were appointed to recoivo 
BubHcriptiouH and disponso provigions 
and clothin;;to tho poor. A Htorowas 
hired, and since Monday it has been 
besieged. From 350 to ClJO applications 
for relief are made daily. The articles 
supplied coubist of flour, bread, jjork, 
corn meal and beans, which are fur- 
nished on an order from one of tha 
oommittees of inquiry who are patroll- 
ing the several wards.

At last 
tho police were forced to interfere, 
and two of the students, Mr.Beveridgo 
and John Deans, were 'apprebended 
as the ringleaders. The apprehension 
roused tho spirit of the students, and 
the police were attacked with sticks 
and weapons. One of the constables 
had his helmet completely smashed, 
while the others were beaten about the 
face and head. Several civilians then 
interfered in favor of the police, aud 
ith their assi.itance five of the stu- 
dents were taken to the police ofiice. 
They were brought before the magis- 
trates on Saturday morning, wbeu 
Beveridgo and Deans were fined 850 or 
^ixty days iu prison for diMorderly con- 
duct. 'Two of ihe otlieis, Robi-rt Gilbert 
and .Tames Anderson, were fined §50 each 
for obstruciing the police in tho execu- 
tion of their duty; and George Gray, who 
asked a postponement of his case, was ad- 
mitted to bail.

Singular Libel Case. 

Tho law of libel is bo stringent in 
England that editors walk iu fear and 
trembling, ana their difiiculties may 
be appreciated in a measure by .a con- 
sideration of the case "Fogg vs. Robin- 
sou," just heard at Wakefield assizes. 
The plaiutiff was a coufectioner, of 
Wakeiiold; tho defendants, the pro- 
prietors and publishers of a local 
newspaper called the "Wakefield Ex- 
press." The alleged libel was with re- 
ference to certain tea and refreshments 
supplied by tho plaintiff for a school 
treat, given by a gentleman iu AVuko- 
fiold. The libel was iu tho form of a 
report of the treat, which appeared in 
tho newspaper, and containwrt tho fol- 
lowiuff statements:— "The defective

structed by the British Government, 

Id the House of Commons recently Mr. 
W. Hunt, Secretary of State for the Nnvy, 
while the naval estimates w ere under con- 
sideration, said: "I propose to lay down 
at Chatham anotlier Agamemnon, follow- 
ing tho type that commended itself tho 
yoar before last. But I am boniid to say 
I must deprecate criticism witJi regard lo 
tho ship tnat I propose to lay down, and 
which will be of a kind tks' yetr unkabwn 
in any part of the world, "but' which has 
been much talked abdnt,''and has been at 
last forced upon me by that gallant officer 
who stands at the hood of tho veteran list 
of the Navy— I moan Sir George Sartor- 
iua— who has ahovn that although his age 
is great his mind is still youthfaJ.. ■•>»«' 
that bo is willing to roo°wo new ideas 
and al>i» to ii^cuicate them. (Hear, hear.) 
Well, the ship we propose to lay down is 
called a torpedo ram. I am not in a posi- 
tion to give the exact design. A design 
has been prepared, but mollifications are 
iu contemplation, so that I cannot give it 
exactly or state the cost. But the cost, I 
take it, will be very considerably less than 
that of the ironclads which havo recently 
been laid down, and I hopo that as a wea- 
pon of ofTenso it will prove very destruc- 
tive indeed. I should be disposed to usk, 
even if the design wero completed, that 
I might be excused from giving the par- 
ticulais. (Hear, hoar.) I know it ie ox- 
cossivoiy ditlicult to keep any invention 
secret, and that when the work is going 
on in the dockyard it is next to impos- 
sible; but while tlio do.sicn lias -nnt Qoiao 
lioj-c.a iiiu Aumiralty, it is possible to 
keep it soorot, at all events, to a certain 
extent, ond I do not think we ought to 
let it become known to the whole world 
before we uecd. [ may say generally 
that it is proposed this ram should carry 
armor, but not guns. Beyond that I hope 
the House will not expect me to go. This 
vessel must, of. course, to a certain extent, 
be regarded as an oxporiment, aud oven 
supposing it to be a success, I could not 
propose it to the House as likoly to super- 
sede all other kinds of fighting ships, but 
only as a useful adjnb'ot to a -fleet la case 
of war. Probably it' would not be desir- 
able that it should bo kept at sea for any 
length of time, but I venture to think it 
wilt prove a formidable weapon, and if it 
should prove a success, it imay perhaps 
bo regarded as a sort of rival to those 
monster ships with tremendous armor 
that we bear spokeii'df '^^s'- likely to- be 
built in'sbme Ipreign ports.';" >' 



arrange nouts and the iiQsatisfaclory 
mode in which tho provisions wore dis- 
tributed not only caused cousidoiaDio 
unpleasantness, but it was also the 
means of casting no little odium upon 
one or two of the purveyors.

bun for each child, and did so, of good 
quality. Tho tea was brewed in a cauldron 
holding 120 gallons, and, the water bomg 
hard, he put in 3 oanooa of oarbonata of 
Boda, but no more, nor any treacle. Tho 
plaintiiT called tho poraims who mixed 
the tea, and ma lo tho cake ond buns, bed- 
sides i-everal independent witnesses, who 
spoko to the good quality of tho provi- 
sions supplied, but none of them Avero 
Bchool-toachers or children. For tho do- 
fenoe, ontho other hand, a number of 
teachers of all sha Ics of religious pHrsua- 
sion wore called, who spoke to the infer- 
ior quality of tho tea and provisions. The 
tea was iuid by aorae to be made up of 
"to«moh*oda and too littU . tea;
